Case And 
Comment 

By Chas. B. Shmvalter 

R ecently this column has 
been subjected- to severe 
criticism, first, on the 
grounds of partisanship, second, 
because of raising false alarms. 
Some of our critics prefer to re¬ 
main anoymous, and to them we 
have no answer, except to pity 
them for their rabbit courage. 
To the honest critic we declare 
that nothing we have said or 
will say is in any way related 
to partisan politics. We are not 
concerned with the sucess or fail¬ 
ure of any party or group, but 
seek only to arouse Americans 
for the preservation and per¬ 
petuity of democratic America. 

As to raising false alarms— 
Every worthwhile newspaper in 
the country is calling our atten¬ 
tion to the danger, daily. Many 
of our ablest and wisest public 
men, high in the councils of the 
nation, %re voicing their misgv- 
ings and ther alarm for the fu¬ 
ture safety of the Republic. One 
of our oldest and wisest Senators 
has said that America will soon 
be in the throes of a terrible 
civil war. Another Senator, in the 
debate on the Army appropria¬ 
tion bill, said we must be pre¬ 
pared for turbulence within, since 
there were no foes without who 
dared attack us. 

To minimunize the danger by 
denying it, or saying we don't 
see it ,1s the answer of blind 
part san ship. 

Many are indifferent, many 
more have been misled by the 
high sounding phrases of an in- 
siduous propoganda. If you hope 
for the triumph of the Socialist- 
Communist movement, then you 
must believe that life would be 
richer, fuller, easier, freer under 
such a regime than under our 
present system. 

But would it? Take a look at 
Socialism, see what it is and how 
it has worked. Socialism and 
Communism are the same, in that 
they have the same objective, 
and differ only in the method 
of securing it. The Socialist, by 
legislative enactment, the Com¬ 
munist by violence. 

Any system must be judged by 
its fruits; that is, its contribution 
to the general welfare, the happi¬ 
ness, peace and prosperity of its 
people, and since State socialism 
has never been tried anywhere 
except in Russia, we must look 
there to determine whether or 
not we would be happier and 
more prosperous, to scrap our 
representative democracy and 
adopt the Communist state. 

In Russia Socialism or Com¬ 
munism means—The co-operative 
or collectivist state. The destruc¬ 
tion of all private property rights. 
The government to own every¬ 
thing and operate it for the bene¬ 
fit of all. The loss of all indi¬ 
vidual rights, and everybody sub¬ 
servient to the state. 

Gut who is the State? The 
self-selected tyrants who were 
strong enough or crafty enough 
to sieze control. 

Socialism is Atheistic. In Russia 
it destroyed the church, outlawed 
faith, made it a crime to believe 
in the God of Abraham. Lenine 
is God, and the five year plan 
the credo of faith. Socialism de¬ 
stroys the home. In Russia dur¬ 
ing the transition from the old 
order, homes were broken up to 
the extent that 5,000,000 children 
were thrown out into the streets 
and highways, without home, 
without hope, without any pro¬ 
vision, without restraint, without 
God. Most of them died of star¬ 
vation and exposure and those 
that did not grew up in the 
criminal class. 

Socialism destroys the monogo- 
mous marriage relation. In Rus¬ 
sia, man or woman may secure a 
divorce by registering at the con¬ 
venient notary in every neighbor¬ 
hood and pick up a new mate on 
the way home from work. In 
other words, they practice free 
love, and anything goes. 

Socialism means the enslave¬ 
ment of the masses. In Russia, 
fear is the dominant note. The
